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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6, 29-56, 60-68 are pending. Claims 29-56 and 60-62 are directed to 
non-elected invention. Such claims are requested to cancel since they are directed to 
non-elected invention and they are not in the same scope as the composition recited. 

The outstanding rejection under 35 USC 103(a) is withdrawn in view of the 
amendments filed May 2, 2006 because of the synergistic effect between amlodipin and 
the metabolites of atorvastatin disclosed in the instant specification (For example, Fig. 
1). 

The outstanding rejections under 35 USC 112, first and second paragraphs are 
also withdrawn in view of the amendments filed May 2, 2006 since the claims are 
directed to specific atorvastatin metabolites.
